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HISTORY of the late WAR in AMERICA, 


For the frourth Week in December, 1786. 


From the Baitish ANNUAL REGISTER, for.1778. 


ROUGH draught of the concilia- 

tory bills, as they appeared on the 
firit reading in the Houfe of Commons, 
was received at New York by Govern- 
our Tryon, about the middle of April, 
who ufed all means to circulate them a- 
mong the people at large of the revolted 
colonies. 

This unexpeéted meafure of Miniftry 
in England, excited equal aftonifhment 
and indignation in our own army, who 
thought that nothing could exceed the 
degradation which they felt in fuch a 


conceffion. ‘The nature and circum-’ 


ftances of the war, and the long courfe of 
injuries and loffes which had been offered 
and received, had by this time rendered 


every individuals partizan in the con-' 


teft.. They had’been taught to think, that 
nothing lefs than abfolute conqueft: on 


' . their fide, or the moftunconditional fub- 


miffion on the other, could bring it to a 
conclufion. They bluthed at the recol- 


le&tion, and a their perfonal ho- ' 
recantation which: 


nour wounded in 
was now to be made, of all that high 
language and treatment,, which they had 
been accuftomed to hold or to offer the 
rebels. The difappointment was the 
greater, as thefe papers were the fubfti- 
tute toa reinforcement of 20,000 men, 
which they had expeéted. ‘If fuch were 
the feelings of the Britith army, it may 
not be eafy to defcribe thofe of the nv- 
merous bodyof American refugees whofe 
paffions being irritated to the highelt de- 
gree,thought they beheld all their publick 


_ and private hopes, as well as the gratifica- 


tion of their perfonal refentments, cut off 
atone blow. The bills were not, however, 
to produce the effeét that was expeéted or 
apprchencled ; and, unhappily, an end was 
not yet to be put to the calamities of war. 

The modeof circulating thefe papers, 
was confidered, or reprefented, Ry the 
Americans, as an infidious attempt to 


divide the people ; and the Congrefs, to» 


fhew their contempt of it, ordered them 
to be immediately publithed in their Ga- 
zettes. General. Wahthington, in anfwer 


to Governour Tryon, who had fent him * 
feveral copies of the draughts, with a> 


requeft that they might be circulated a- 


mong the officers and nen of his army, ' 


enclofed in his letter to him a, printed 
news-paper, in which they had been in- 
ferted by the order of the Congrefs ; ac- 


companied by the printed refolutions of ' 


that body upon the fubjet. And Go- 


vernour Trumbull, upon a fmilar letter 


and application, obferved, that 

tions of peace were ufuall rom. 
the fupreme authority of one contending 
pewer to the fimilar authority of the o- 
ther; and that the prefent was the firft 
inftance within his recolleftion, in which 
they had ever been addreffed to the peo- 
pleat large of the oppofite power, as an 
overture of reconciliation. He proceed- 
ed with the following words, “ was 
a-day when even this ftep, from our then 
acknow parent ftate, might have 
been accepted with joy and “gratitude ; 
but that day, fir, is paft irrevocably. 
The ted rejection of our fincere, 
and futhciently humble petitions; the 
commencement of hoftilities ; the inhu- 
manity which has marked the profecu- 
tion of the war on your part in its feve~ 
ral ttages ; the infoleree which difplays 
itfelf on every petty advantage; the 


cruelties which have been exercifed om- 


thofe unhappy men, whom the fortune 
of war has thrown into your hands ; alll 
thefe are infuperable bars to the very idea 
of concluding a peace with Great-Bri- 
tain, on any other conditions, than the 
moft abfolute perfect independence.** 
He concluded his letter with the follow- 
ing obfervation upon the reftoration of 
union by a lafting and honourable peace, 
which he declared to be the ardent with

of évéry honeft American, viz. “The 
Britifh nation may then, perhaps, find 
us as affeétionate and valuable friends 
as we noware determined and fatal ene- 
mies, and will derive from that friend- 
fhip more folid and'real advantage than 
the moft fanguine can expe&t from con- 
qteft.” 


The refult of the deliberations, and: 


. of feveral refolutions upon 
April 224. nefabjedtbythe-Congvets, 
was a declaration that any man, or body 
of men, who “fhguld prefume to make 


any feparate or partial convention or a-* 


greement with Commiffioners under the 
crown of Great Britain, thould be con- 
fidered and treated as. enemies to the 
United States. That the United States 
could not with propriety hold any con- 
ference or treaty with any Commiffioa- 
ens on the part of Great-Britain, unlefs 
» a8 a preliminary thereto, 
either ‘withdraw their fleets and armies, 
otelfe in pofitive and exprefs terms, ac- 
know the i ce of the faid 
ftates.. And, inafmuch as it appeared 
toi be the d of their enemies, to lull 
theminto a fatal fecurity, they called 
upon the féveral ftates, to ufe moft 
firenuous exertions, to haye their refpec- 
tive quotas of troops in the field as foon 
as poflible ; and that all their militia, 
ht be held in readinefs to a&t as oc- 
fhould require. All the refolu- 
tions upon this fubjeét were unanimouf- 
ly agreed to. 
Miiy 2g, . 0 2 few days after, Simeon 
299 *4* Deane arrived expreis from 
Paris, at York-Town, where the Con- 
grefs had fat fince the lofs of Philadcl- 
phia, with thofe fatal inftruments, which 
feemed to ftamp a feal upon the {epara- 
tion of America from England. He 
had been conveyed from France in a 
Royak frigate of 28 guns, appointed for 
the 0 wan and brought with him, for 
ratification by the Congrefs, copies of 
the two treaties, of alliance, and of com- 
amerce, which had been concluded between 
France and the United States. The 
daft of thefe was the firft that had been 
executed, being figned on the gcth of 
January ; the treaty of alliance wasdat. 
ed the 6th of February: Deane alfo 
brought an account of many other mat- 
ters which were highly pleafing, as well 
as what related to the hiftory of the ne- 
gociation, as of its conclufion. 

The joy and exultation of the Ameri- 
cans upon this occafion, could only be 
rivalled by their publick demonftrations 
o& them. The Congrefg immediately 


publithed a Gazette, which, befides q 
fummary of the ral information the 
had received, exhibited fome ofthe mot, 
ttering articles of the treaties, with 
their own comments upon them to th 
people ; in which the extraordinary 
quity, generofity and unparalleled ho- 
nour (as they defcribed it) of the French 
King, were extolled in the higheft degree. 
In this piece, they feemed to count upon 
Spain as being already a virtual party to 
the alliance, and to confider the naval 
force of both nations as united in their 
caufe, They alfo built much upon the 
friendthip of other great wers, and 
boafted of the favourable difpadition of 
Europe in genera] to America. s 
_ About the fame. tine, Gen. Sir Sih 
Henry Clinton arrived to take the : 
command of the army at Philadelphia, 
in the room of Sir William Howe ; who 
returned to England, to the great regret 


of both officersand foldiery in general, 
1p the beginningof June, the three Coin- 
miffioners from England, being the Earl 
of Carlifie, Mr. Eden, and Governour 
Johnftone (with whom were joined in 
the Commiffion, the Commander in 
Chief, Sir Henry Clinton) arrived in 
the Delaware. 


; The Commifiioners imme- 
Fuse ye. diately difpatched a letter,with 
the late-afts of parliament, a copy of 
their Commiffion, and other papers, to 
the Prefident of the Congrefs ; but their 
Secretary, Dr. F on, who was in- 
tended to convey the papers, and to act 
as an agent for conduGing the negocia-. 
tion upon the fpot. with the Congrefs, 
being refufed a pafiport for that purpofe, 
they were obliged to forward dn by 
common means. 

The Commiffioners propofed, even at 
this outfet, feveral concefhioms: and ar- 
rangements, which, at an earlier period, 
would have reftored peace and felicity 
to the whole empire. They offered to 
confent to an immediate cefiation of hof- 
tilities by fea and land.—To reftore 
free intercourfe, and torenew the com- 
mon benefits of naturalization through 
the feveral parts of the empire.-——-To ex- 
tend every freedom to trade, that the re- 
fpe€tive interefts on both fides could re- 

uire.—To a that; no. military 
orce fhould be kept up in the different 
fiates of .North-America, without the 
confent of the General Congrefs, or of 
the particular Aflemblies:—To concur 
in meafures calculated to diftharge the 
debts of America, and to raife the credit 
and value of the paper circulation ——To 
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perpetuate the common union, by a re- 
“ci ation of an agent or > 
from the different ftates, who th 
have the privilege of a feat and voice in 
“the Parliament of Great-Britain ; or, if 
‘fent from Britain, in that cafeto have a 
feat and voice in the affemblies of the 
different ftates to which they might be 
‘deputed refpettively, in order to attgad 
to the feveral interefts of thofe by whom 
they were deputed,—And, in fhort, to 
eftablith the power of the refpective le- 
iflatures in each particular flate, to 
fettle its revenue, its civil and militar 
eftablifhment, and to exercife a perfi 
freedom of legiflation and internal go- 
vernment ; fo that the Britith ftates 
throughout North-America aéting with 
Great-Britain in peace and war, under 
one common Sovereign, might have the 
irrevocable enjoyment of every privi- 
lege,, that was fhort of a total fepara- 
tion of intereft, or confiftent with that 
union of force, on which the fafety of 
our common religion and liberty depends. 
Although thefe papers produced very 
confiderable debates, which were renew- 
ed on different days, from the 11th to 
the 17th of June, in. the Congrefs, yet 
the ‘anfwer which they then returned, 
through the medium of their Prefideat, 
Henry Laurens, was fufficiently brief, 





however conclufive. They cera to 
the Commiffioners, that the aéts.of the 
Britith parliament, the commiffion from 
their Sovereign, and their letter, {uppof- 
ed the people of thofe fates to be fubjechs 
of the Crown of Great-Britain, and were 
founded on the idea of dependence, which 
was totally inadmiffible. They inform- 
ed them, that they were inclined to peace, 
notwithitanding the unjuft claim from 
which the war originated, and the fav- 
age manner in which it had been con- 
duéted. They would therefore. be rea- 
dy to enter upon the confideration of a 
treaty of peace and commerce, not in- 
coniiftent with treaties already fubfifting, 
when the King of Great-Britain thould 
demonftrate a fincere difpofition for that 
purpofe, But, the only foiid proof of 
that difpofition would be, an explicit ac- 
knowledgment of the independence of 
thofe tates, or the withdrawing of his 
fleets and armies. 

Such were the conditions, which, an 
unhappy concurrence of events induced 


on the one fide, and which the operation 


of the fame caufes rendered inadmafhible 
on the other. The Congrefs, at the fame 
time, ifflued an unanimous approbatign 
of Gea, Wathington’s conduct in reful- 
ing a paflport to Dr. Fergufon.

AST week. I offered a few refleét- 
ions on the original defign and ends 

of government, the neceflity of entering 
into it, and the advantages it produces to 
mankind ; made fome: obfervations on 
the general divifion of governments inte 
raonarchical, ariftoeratical and democra- 
ticals together with a diftingtion, which I 
thought of more importance, between a 


- government of laws and a government 


of men. lam new to notice fome of the 


-‘variqus governments that have exifted a- 


mong mankind, marking their excetlen- 


- cies and defects ; or, in other words, ob- 


ferving how far they have refpestively 


. anfwered the ends of government, viz. 


the proteciien of our private perfons and 
property, and the protection of the State a- 
gainfi the power of foreign nations, which 
were laid down as’ the. principal and 
grand defigns of all governments. We 
fiiail probably find many other things in 
our way, fuch as the fiquation, genius 
-and difpofition of each particular people 
relative to their government, their man- 





ners, cuftoms, way of living, and per- 
haps their religion, any of which thal! 
be remarked cscahounlly, as they occur. 

Some {peak concerning the government 
moft conformable to mature. Iam fot 
certain that I underftand the phrafe; but if 
I do, the government moft conformable 
to nature is, that which is moft fimple : 
But no government is exaétly conform - 
able to nature: All. is art. It would 
not be rational to fuppofe that any cufi- 
ous or well-digetted plans were the firft 
that obtained ; we may conjeéture more 
naturally that they were of the arbitea- 
ry kind—governments of men rather than 
governments of laws—and we may, I 
believe, farther conclude, that they were 
monarchical. Republican, by which 
word I mean to include both ariftocrati- 
eal and democratical governments, 
though they may be, as will be feen 
hereafter, more or lefs arbitrary ; yet al- 
ways fuppofe fome known law, at leat 
fome eftablithed forms and rules of pro- 
cedure. Itwould be a folicifm to fup- 
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‘ould be chofen. 
*“perfonal property, they are very little

a repablican ftate without them : 
Bu 





t we may fuppofe a ftate of barbarifm; 


‘and next to it is abfolute monarchy—of 
‘all governments the moft fimple—requit- 
‘Ging little knowledge in the governour, 
‘and none atall in the governed. Pater- 
‘nal authority might firft point it out ; or 
‘the fuperiour ftrength and courage of 
‘fomediftisguithed hero, might induce the 
‘vulgar to put themfelves beneath his 

werful protection. If we need acon- 
‘firmation, let us obferve the ftate of fa- 
vage nations at the prefent day: Their 

vernments aié, almoft without except- 
ton, of this kind, paffing under the de 
nomination of petty monarchies. And 
when we take into confideration their 


‘circumftances and way of life, very dif- 
‘ferent from ours, we thail find it, af 


them, the beft: kind of government that 
Not poffeffed of much 


concerned with the laws thatrelate to the 


“preteftion of it, or to the protection of 
‘their perfons. 
“eontend about among themfelves, and 


They have nothing to 


nothing to tempt their prince to enflave 
them: But they are in a perpetual ftate 


“of war with other nations like thenfelves, 
~“¢oncerning their hunting grounds. Now 


this kind of government is peculiarly 
fitted to a& with alertnefs and vigour in 


war, being in fact the fame that is etabae 


lithed in every well difciplined arary. 
Befides, the prince is obliged to treat his 
fubject with mildnefs, left they fhould 
defert, and join themfel yes to fome more 
generous prince.. Havihg no divijion, 
or private property, in their lands, there 
is nothing except the love of their prince 
and their tbe to keep them together. 
But after men had‘ found out the art of 
taming beats and keeping flocks and 
herds, efpecially when agriculture came 
to be known, end an appropriation of 
lands took place, fondly fixing each huf- 
bandman down clofe to his cultivated 
{pot ; when the plenty of provifions that 

owed from thefe two fources had multi- 
~ the race of man, and afforded many 

pare hands for the praétice of ufeful arts, 
increafing the riches of the people ; when 
a nation, thus grown powerful, had fub- 
dued its weaker neighbours, and united 
their territories to its own ; then mark 
the contratted operation of their gowern- 
ment! Their fituation is entirely chang- 
ed. We muft not depend too much on 
the goodneis even of the ehofen among 
mankind. Virtue itfelf has need to be 
limited. They fay that power is intox- 
igating ; and we know that the purpolts 


of government are never anfwered, ex. 


the jnitereft of the rulers and “the 
ruled, and except their moft immediate 
feelings be equally concerned in its pro. 
per adminiftration. ‘The prince oblery. 
ing no rival power longer in a condition 
to contend ; finding himfelf the judge, 
and at the fame time the lawgiver of his 
fubje&ts, and that ‘mankind bow down 
before him,as mankind always will before 
any one at whofe difpofal they hold their 
lives and properties ; iuch a prince, by nd- 
ture, will be difpofed to take his eafe, and 
to tafte of fenfuul pleafures ; efpecially if 
we fuppofe him born to this high ftation, 
and never experienced in the fchool of 
affiction. He will take of the fubftance 
of his fubjeéts, and-will build him pala- 
ces; he will take their young men “to 
run before his chariots,”* and their you 
women for his handmaids. ‘* He wil 
take their fields, and their vincyards, and 
their olive: yards, the bett of them, and 
give them to his fervants. He will take 
@ re tenth cf their feed, and of their vine- 
yards, and give them to his officers, and 
to his fervants.” He will fhut himflf 
up in his feraglio. ‘The more extenfive 
his dominions, and the greater their rich- 
es, the greater will be his luxury ; and 
the more his abilities thal! be needed, the 
lefs will he be capable to ‘govern. He 
will give all-his power to his Grand Vi- 
zier, who again will give it as entire te 
the Goverpour or Baihaw of every pro- 
vince. ‘The duty of thefe is only to ren- 
der their tribute, which they are at libér- 
ty to colleé& from The as\ they 
pleafe, and which chiefly is colic&ted by 
prefents (we fhould cail them bribes) 
extorted frou the fuitors to their court. 
Petty tyrants are. created ail over the 
empire, who hold their heads at the will 
of a fovereign, capricious, ignorant, and 
lable to be deceived by every malicious 
informer, and whofe jealoufy and cruel- 
ty are in proportion to his ignorance : Jn 
ort, who maintains himfelf oa his 
throne by thedding the blood of his 
nearett relations, and killing all of whofe 
abilities or influence he has, or evett ima- 
gines he has, the leaft caufe of apprehen- 
hon. Under fuch 2 government the baad 
may be worn out, but never improved. ; 
becaufe, no one can tell how long he thall 
be fuffered to hold it, or, if he thould die, 
on whom the princé may beftow it. The 
tyrant himfelf may have palaces, and his 
bafhaws, in perpetual danger, may dwell 
under lofty al 7 but ail the private 
fubje&s mutt live in miferable huts, Fer 
the want ef credit commerce is little 
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“known in governments perfectly abfo- 


lute. How can there be credit where 
there are no regular laws for the recove- 
ry of debts ; bat all de on the larg- 
eft prefent made to the Bafhaw ?—Com- 
merce feeks riches; but in fuch 

ments riches are dan s—Commerce 
exhibits her to the world and 
courts the buy ‘ommerce holds forth 
her money in her hand to purchafe ; but 
flavery hides it in a napkin under ground. 
Shocking is the defcription of fuch a go- 
vernment, and we are ready to turn our 
eyes away. 

Afia feems to continue unde? defpo- 
tick nments, not mere perhaps from 
the force of climate, than from the fatal 
caufe of its being firft firmly rooted 
there. The education under a defpotick 
government is fuch, and the mind of man 
4s fo debafed, that I believe the inftance 
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‘was'rarely, if ever known, of a whole 
nation recovering itfelf, where this kind 


of government had been firmly feateti for 
any length of time. Free nations have 
often conquered empires of flaves, and 
fometimes introduced a tafte of liberty a- 
mong them ; but much more often have 
they, by their union with flaves, funk 
down to flavery themfelves : So naturally 
do mankind tend to defpotick power, and 
fo like a weight does it hang about them, 
that fometimes, in {pite of all their exer- 
tions, they feem as if they muft be car- 
ried down. Some men imagine, that by 
oppofing government of 4 a me 
are enting tyranny ; but 0 
Sell todiines hewn them, before I 
have finithed the fubje&, that this is one 
of the readieit means of falling into it.

ment of the Conftitution ; and the joy 
that diffufed itfelf through every brea, 
and in every countenance, at the clofe of 
hoftilities, and fettlement of the peace. ; 
I fay, when I reflect upon thofe events, 
and their promifing attendant confequen- 
ces, as a recolleétion of them furnithes 
-~ with the eet agreeable Saeoms 
© it propertionably au ts t in 
and anxiety of my mi to fin i Eade 
of our political affairs wear fo reverie, 
fo gloomy an afpect, as at prefent.— 
That a mot naleeas diforder _ has 
feized the body politick, is too evident 
to need aflerting. To fearch out the 
various caufes, and point out the proper 
remedy, will be the with and aim of eve- 
ry true friend to his country. 
I am very fenfible that my abilities as 
a writer are very deficient, and my op- 
portunities of information in publick 
matters equally fcanty—The main ob- 
jet I have in view, in offering my 
thoughts to the publick at this time, is, 
to endeavour, in a ferious manner, to re- 
call the attention of the yeomanry of 
Maffachufetts, to the things that belong 
¢o their political peace and fafety, before 


they are hid from their eyes : To this 
end, I fthall endeavour as briefly as I 
can, to point out fome of the caufes of 
our prefent unhappy fituation, and then 
prefcribe the probable remedy 5 
and it may not be improper in the firft 

¢, toconfider the fource of our pre- 

t calamities in a moral view : 

Supreme Governour of the univerfe has 


evidently imiled upon our late exertions, 


carried us through the conilia, and giv- 
¢n_us peace in our borders ; our obliga- 
tions to Him, therefore, demands from 
us, not only a tribute of gratitude, but 
the praétice of that righteoufnefs which 
exalteth a nation ; but the general pre- 
valence of grofs immoralities, fuch as, 
injuftice, intemperance, diffolutene(s of 
manners, prophaneneis and debauchery, 
a felfith and narrow difpofition, which 
has prompted many to bite and devour 
one another, by nediefs and expenfive 
fuits at law and otherwife ;.thefe are 
threatening evils, and while they are in- 
dulged and countenanced, we mufl ex- 
pect the favours of Heaven to be with- 
drawn from us :—But I leave this fub- 


_je& to thofe to whom it more properly 


belongs, and proceed to confider fome of 
the political caufes of the prefent com- 
motion.—Some there are, who lay all 
the blame upon the rulers, while others 
caft it all upon the le ; but the im- 
putation ‘on both ,» is unjut ;—the 
truth lies between, That there are, or 
have been, real grievances exifting, is 
almoft wniverfally acknowledged ; ovr 
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‘fulers are but men, and fallible men, yet 
ithe word of God, the voice of reafon, 
and the force of education, all concur in 
teaching me to {peak refpectfully of 
them ; but as a citizen of ufetts, 
-I have a right, in common with others, 
‘to exercife a rational watch over their 
adminiftration.; and I will venture to 
fay, that fome errours have inadvertently 
'from time to time, crept into their pro- 
ceedings :-~The greateft that has come 
within my obfervation, is a want of at- 
tention to the circumftances of the peo- 
ple of the Commonwealth, and having 
confidered their abilities greater than 
they really are, have undoubtedly in 
fome inftances, been too generous in the 
grants that have been made for publick 
fervices, whereby the community have 
been, in fome degree, shenetiadly bur- 
dened ; whereas, in infant ftates like ours, 


the ftriéteft economy ought to be prac-. 


tifed, in publick matters, as well as do- 
meftick. In every government, the in- 
terefts of the poorer part of the citizens 
@ught to be attended to, left by over- 
bearing them, they betake themfelves to 
unjuftifiable meafures for relief, and 
‘thereby haften and increafe their own 
ditt and deprive the government of 
‘the aid of a ufefu! part of its members. 


But as the government, and the people, 


gre infeparably conneéted, ane the’ one 
cannot fubfift without the other ; or, in 
other words, the government and the peo= 
ple being one, * all refiding ori- 
‘ginally in the people ;”" it neceflarily fol- 

ws, that, in this view of the matter, the 
__ are ultimately chargeable with the 

aults of government : If thofe we have 
delegated from year to year, have done 
wrong, why have we continued them in 
office ? If thofe, who were cleéed the 
prefent year, have been unfaithful, the 
time is juft at hand, when by withhold- 
ing our votes, they will return to pri- 
vate life, and feel what it is to be gov- 
erned :—Surely then, there is no need 
of military parade, and hoftile appear- 
ances, in pulling down a government, 
which is, in its own nature {> perifh- 
able. 

But to be more particular ;—one pre- 
vailing fault of the prefent day, is, peo- 
ple’s opening their ears to every injurious 
report, that circulates, refpeéting the con- 
du& of our rulers j—that there are de. 
figning men, who endeavour to keep a- 
live the flame of difcord, by fabricating, 
and fpreading reports of this kind, is 
too notorious to need proof, and the cre- 
ulity of people, in receiving them with- 


Out examination, is one great fource of 
the prefent unéafinefs. Sotul 

Another fault that prevails;among us, 
.is, people's determining too peremptorily 
wpon the propriety, or impropriety of 
publick meafures, even though their 
portunities in life have not enabled them 
to form any jutt ideas of the matter, and 
without. taking pains to inform them. 
felves, or examine into the reafons and 
arguments for, or againit the meafures ; 
this has a direét: tendency to kcep alive 
the fpirit of faction. 

Too many there are, who indulge a 
difpofition to diffimulate, who, when th 
are in company with riotous men, will 
freely condemn the meafures of govern. 
ment ; and in other company, as fully 
cenfure the riotous proceedings. An uni- 
formity of language and conduct, would 
be better calculated to reftore the pub. 
lick tranquillity. 

The Jatt caufe of our prefent troubles, 
that I fhall mention at this tine, is the 
want of care in the education of youth, 
A civilized people thould be cateftiljto 
inftill into the minds of thofe under their 
care, fentiments of deference towards 
their fuperiours ; and not fuffer the mott 
refj le characters to be treated by 
them with infult and conteinpt. In the 
late infurreétion, many youths bave gone 
forth, bearing ‘the weapons of death, 
when they knew nothing of tlie merits 
of the caufe, had no ideas of the nature 
of civil government, nor could they give 

rational account of the motives that 
influenced their condu& ; but having 
often heard the faults of government fet 
forth in the moft aggravated manner, by 
the unprincipled part of the community, 


chave, by fuch examples, contraéted ha- 


bits of infolence, and imbibed falfe dpin- 
ions of their own importance, wildly 
imagining themfelves wifer than the an- 
cients, and that all order, regulation, 
and authority; ought to give way to their 
ftubborn and uncontrouled wills. —” 
Many other caufes might be mention- 
ed of our political diforders, but I for- 
bear at prefent, and fhall conclude with 
juft hinting at a remedy for the aforemeit- 
tioned evils : As to thofe which are ofa 
moral nature, I refer my readers to that 
old magazine of ufeful knowledge, the 
Bible ; confult thofe facred pages, and 
you will all along find the outward, or 
natural circumitances of the people of 
Ifrael anfwering to their moral charat- 
ter ; and the conduét of Providence, has 
been uniform towards his profeffing peo- 
ple, in all ages of the world ; and the 
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wife man’s obfervation ftill holds good, 
that, righteoufnefs exalteth a nation, but 
fin is a reproach to any people. 

_ As a remedy for the political evils we 
labour under, and complain of, let peo- 
ple of all ranks, aroufe themfelves toa 
fenfe of their dear bought privileges, and 
not tamely yield them up to a capricious 
humour ; let every qualified perion at- 
tend their duty at the annual elections, 
or quietly acquiefte in the tranfactions 
of thofe that do attend : let them turn 
a deaf ear to flying reports, calculated 
to deftroy the peace of focicty ; at leatt, 
let them fufpend their judgment vatil 
they obtain fufficient evidence of the au- 
thenticity of fuch reports. —When pub- 
lick meafures ate not exactly according 
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to their wifh, let them carefully examine 
whether they themfelves are not milad 
in their ideas, and not be too abfolute 
in their determinations ; let them debate 
free!y with one another, and speak their 
minds with a-fteady firmnefs, ufing all 
endeavours to inftryct the ignorant, and 
pacify the wilful ; let us remember that 
the neceflity and ufefulnefs of govern - 
ment, implies the neceflity of fubordi- 
nation ; and that while every one makes 
his own will the rule of his conduc, 
life, liberty, and property are in dan- 
ger. That regularity, peaceand good 
government may be reftored, is the ar-

ceilor to any of them, bit from a fober 
apprehenfion that a plan was laid to e- 
ftablith Britith tyranny in America— 
hence the part I aéted duying the war, 
which was to aid and encourage a ftre- 
nuous, ahd wnremittine oppdfition ‘to 
the hoftile meafures of Britam. With 
*pleafure I obferved the union of the peo- 
ple—the {pirit and courage with which 
they played the mai, i defence of their 
liberties, and the aitontfhiing hand of pro- 
tidence in crowhing their exertions with 





fuccefs. At the end of the war, which 
termimated with fo much glory to Ame- 
rica, I fecretly pleafed myfelf with the 
thought, that this people might be one 
of the happieft in the world. As by their 
conftitution, it is always im their power 
to cramp tyranny in thofe that are in 
power, ifa Uifpofition to this was difto- 
vered, and ‘that without having recourfe 
to arms.—Though what I fhall now 
mention has always clouded the profpe&, 
and damped my hope, as fo their being 
that happy Se they might be—in- 
gratitude to Heavea—prevailing impicty 


‘—and want of publick virtoe—thefe eves 


excited my fears—and the{é feem now to 
threaten the worft my feats could pre- 
di&t.—I ftill remain the fame unfhaken 
friend to the rights of Americans ; and 
am determined ever to feck thtir peace 
and profperity, even though I fhould in- 
cur the hatred of fome by my exertions 
tothisend. For ftrange as it may feem 
at firft thought, there is fometimes a tem - 
porary hatred that men are the fubjects 
of, from fome, ever for their very inte- 
grity. I will now freely and ingenu- 


‘oufly declare, that F am a hearty friend 


to good government, and have been tru- 
ly thocked and aftonifhed at the late vio- 
lent commotions in this republirck. To 
fee the glory of this ftate <a tarnifhed, 
not to fay trodden into the duit, has 
wounded mie to the quick—to fee many 
of the people who are at prefent under 
great burdens, taking meafures, tending 
by inevitgble confequences to increafe 
them, has grievedaud furprifed me ; and 
to obferve fugh a wretched blow, ttruck 
at the grand pillar that fupports our li-

berties, has made mé@ tremble for thefe. 
I can hardly teil what pity and indigna- 
tion have alternately agitated my breaft, 
at beholding fuch proof of the moft mif- 
erable ignorance. in fome, and a difhon- 
eft difpofition in others—and I am read 
to exclaim, in the anguith of my foul, 
when, O when will they be wife—know 
and purfue the things of their peace. 
But I have now a few words to fay to 
fome of different defcriptions in this eom- 
munity—I will fay it in the honeft fim- 
plicity of my heart—judge ye of what I 
thall fay. * 
Firft, to thofe who for fome time paft, 
have been conftantly clamouring againtt 
government, and blowing up the fire of 
difeontent. If you had firft candidly 
enquired into the reafons and caufes of 
what has been done by the General Af- 
fembly—modettly fuggefted what alter- 
ations, as might, in your judgment be 
made for the better, and fupported them 
with your beft reafons, and urged con- 
ftitutional meafures of redrefs—far be it 
from me to have complained of your con- 
duc ;—but for perfons ignorantly, and 
hattily tocondemn what they have never 
enquired into the reafens of, and to be 
forever declaiming againft their rulers, 
even when exerting themfelves for the 
publick good, is acting a moft deteltable 
part—-it 1s weakening the hands ef gov- 
ernment, and tends digettly to fubyert all 
order and peers inacommanity. I wih 
the four, bitter clamourers. again our 
rulers would think a moment what they 


chave been doing—what ferments and 


confufions they have excited, and what 
unreafonable prejudices they have been 
the meas of, and for the, future, aft 
more like men of reafon, judgment and 
candour, and take better care of that un- 
ruby member, the tongue. ' 
Secondly, Lhave a word to fay to thefe 
who when regular!; called upon to fup- 
port the Courts of Juftice, tamely fuf- 
fered them to be obitru&ted by hoftile, 
and violent meafures—fhall I praife you 
in this ?—I praife you not: If you had 
turned out with alertnefs, and faid to 
thofe that were guilty of the infurrec- 
tion—we ftand ready to join in a con- 
ftitutional way, for the redrefs of every 
real evil, or grievance ; butcan never fuf- 
fer the authority of rhe ftate to be infult- 
ed in this way—will never fee that torn 
down without authority, which was re- 
gularly fet up,. and which, if neceffary, 
can be regularly taken down.—If you 
had done this, you would then have con- 
ducted likes men and good citizens :— 


Then there might have been an altera. 


tion, or if ¢ » an abolition of 
courts conftitutionally, and the dig 
and peace of the ftate fupported and main. 
tained ; and even thofe who have been 
inconfidérately, or madly parading about 
in arms againft government, would have 
had reafon to thank you for preventing 
fo much lofs of time, treafure and in. 
credible fatigue, which has ferved only 
to hurt them{elves and the ftate at Jarge.— 
~. my friends confider, that if you 
fuffer government to be trampled upon 
in this way, if you fhould obtain laws 
and government modelled ever fo much 
to your tafte and fentiment, you may find 
it utterly impoffible to fupport them.— 
If you fuffer a peevith child to burn your 
houfe down, becaufe not exaétly to your 
own mind, if you get a new one that :s fo, 
and it fhould not pleafe him, it is a won- 
der if it thares not the fame fate. 

But a few words now refpecting thofe 
who have of late appeared in arms a- 
rt the courts of juftice—fome of them 

pity, becaufe I confider them as borne 
down by the torrent of delufion, and ig- 
norant of the nature and tendency of 
thefe meafures ; but I can by, no means 
exculpate them from blame.—But the 
conduct of the prime leaders and movers 
of this ftate fedition I deteft ; and if they 
efcape any other punifhment they merit, 
if their names are of fufficient confe- 
quence to be placed in the page of hifto- 
ry, they mult be handed down with in- 

amy to the lateft pofterity :—And now 
when I was withing to fee them roufing 
to a fenfe of paft folly ; I am forry to 
find in their late petition, fuch an infplt 
onthe good fenfe of this pcople, as to 
compare their prefent movements with 
thofe of 1775, and the infamous fuggel- 
tions of cruelties that never exjfted—ey- 
idently calculated and defigned to de- 
ceive the unwary, and draw them into 
their own meafures.—One thing I heart- 
ily with ali the inf ts—repentance 
of their folly, and the injury done to the 
publick.——One piece of advice I nowgive 
as a friend to their perfors, not to their 
meafures—honour yourfelves with a 
frank acknowledgment of your errour ; 
let the world know that you are deter- 
mined mever more to infult government; 
but to do every thing poflible to -retrieve 
its wounded dignity ; then we wiil ace 
knowledge that you are at laft wakened 
up into men—friendthip and tendernefs 
for you, will then kindle anew in our 
breaits ;—then we may hops to live to- 
gether again like brethren, and harmo- 
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and that this ftate may ftand again con- 
fpitvous for its honour and happinefs, 
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and be fortified sgieh de mncke of e. 
very lawlefs invader.

Abfira& of the Treaty of Navigation and Corhmerce, between France and England, 
ned at Paris, onthe 26th ult. 


I. HE feveral articles of che com- 
mercial treaty of Utrecht, ref- 


« peéting the detail of commercial privil - 


eges and regulations, are revifed and con- 
firmed! 

. IL. F¢4s provided that all articles not 
— ina tarif, which makes part of 
the treaty, thall be mutually imported 
on the terms of the moft favoured na- 
uon. 

III. The feveral articles which fol- 
low, being thofe which are included in 
the tarif, are to be importable on the fol- 
lowing duties : 

1. Wines into Great- Britain and Ire- 
land on the fame duty as is now paid in 
each kingdom on the wines of P. 
but witha liberty reterved to Great-Brit- 
ain and Ireland to lower the duties on 
Portuguefe wines (if they thall think fit) 
to the proportion ftipulated by the Me- 
thuen treaty. 

2. Vinegars into Great-Britain, on a 
duty not excteding 32/, 18s. 214, per ton. 

3. Brandy into Great Britain, on a 


‘ duty not exceeding 75. per gallon, 


4. Oil of olives, on the fame duty as is 
now paid by the moft favoured ®ation in 
Great- Britain, 

, §: Beer on a duty of 30 per cent. ad 
valorem in each county, befides a duty 
on each to cowntervail the internal duty. 

6. The duties on hard-ware, cutlery, 
cabinet ware, and turnery, and all arti- 
cles whether heavy or light, of ivcn, 


fteel, copper, and brafs, are to be claffed, 
and the higheft is not to exceed 10 per 
cent. ad valorem, in addition to a duty 
to countervail the duty in France. 

7. All forts of cottons and woollens, 
including hofiery, té be importable ona 
duty of 12 per cent. ad recipro- 
cally, except goods mixéd with filk, 
which are to remain prohibited on both 
fides—the cottons to pay in addition a 
duty to countervail the internal duty im 
each country. 

8. Cambricks and lawns reciprocally 
on a duty of 5s. the demi-piece, 7} 
yards Englith meafure, and linens of al! 
forts in Great-Britain and France re- 


-ciprocally, on no higher duty than thofe 


from Holland and Flanders, now pay in 
Great-Britain, with the eddition of a 
duty on printed goods fufficient to coun- 
tervail the internal duty in Great-Bri- 
tain, and linens of all forts in Ireland 
and Franee, reciprocally, on no higher 
duties than thofe from Holland and 
Flanders, now pay in Ireland. 

g- Saddlery, on a duty of 15 percent. 
ad valorem, reciprocally. 

10, Gauzes of all forts on a duty of 
10 per cent. ad valorem, reciprocally. 

11. Millenary made up of muflin, 
cambrick, lawn, gauze, and all other 
articles admitted under the treaty on a 
duty of 12 per cent. ad valorem, recip- 
rocally. . 

12 Poreelain, earthen-ware, and por- 
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tery, on a duty of 12 per cent.ad valo- 
rem, reciprocally, 

13- Glafs of al] forts, on a duty of 12 
per cent. ad valorem, befides a duty fuf- 
ficient to countervail the duty in Great- 
Britain. 

The treaty is to take place in France, 
with refpe&t to Great-Britain, as foon as 


laws are paffed;to give it effect here 


_and with refpeét to.Ireland, the princi. 


ple of the moft favoured nation, and the 
tarif, are to take place refpectively as 
foon as laws are paffed to. give effeé to 
them there.

They returned in confe- 
quence ef the following mefflage from the 
Chiefs of the Wiandots, and on the approach 
of tne cold feafon, after having furveyed and 
laid off four ranges of townthips, and feven 
townfhips on the fifth range, which compre- 
hend between 600,co@and 800,000 acres of 
excellent lands. 

Meffage from the Wiandot Chiefs. 

** WE, chiefs of the different nations, ef- 
pecially Wiandots, did inform you by your 
people, who went by here fome time ago with 
cattle, that it was quietand peaceable at that 
time ; bat, fince that time, there have been 
fome of ‘your people at the Shawanefe villa- 
ges and deftroyed them, and likewife killed 
ten Shawenefe, five of them were the prin- 
cipal chiefs, and took a number of prifoners, 
women and children. ~ 

We, chiefs of different nations, were then 
and at that time colleéting together from e- 
very quarter, in order to have 2 council con- 








cerning of fettling affairs in the moft peacea- 
bie manner between you and us both. 

“* We now acquaint (fince this affair has 
happened) that you by all means keep bacic 
your people from corning this way for or af- 
ter any fort of bufinefs; and likewife you 
will.inform the Sucveyors to halt, and not 
furvey any more at prefent, as we are going 
to have a great council with al) nations at 
the Wiandot Town. After our council is 
over, we will give you notice concerning our 
late misfortune, and other affairs.

A letter from St. Vincent fays, “* Our 
Governour is by no means popular, and 
therefore, while he  remaits under the 
fhadow of authority he affumes from his 
commiffion, the colony cannot expect to 
bring the Caribs to any permanent treaty, 
nor can the ifland be otherwife than in a 
languithing condition.” 

A letter from Detroit to:a gentleman in 
Schene@tady, mentions the death of that no- 
ted Indian Partizan, Cols Jofeph Brandt, 
Chief Sachem ard head. warrior of the Mo- 
hawk tribe of Indians—He is faid to have 
been on his way from Niagara tothe Ohio, 
at the head of 60 warriors of the Six Nations 
in order 20 hold a council with the fourhern 
Indians, and to have fallen im 4 rencountre 
with General Clarke. The death of this 
Chief will, no doubt, greatly damp that fpi- 
rit for war, which has ijately prevailed through- 
out the Indjan country. 

HARZFOR D,« December 18. 

We are bappy in being the firft to an- 
nounce to th publick, from Authority, that 
the territorial difpute between the States of 
Maffachufetts and New-York, was amicably 
terminated by the Honourable Com mifiior - 
ers from thofe States on Saturday lat. 
This difpute,. for the decifion of which a 
Federal Court had been appointed, has ex- 
cited great. attention and occafioned much 
anxiety to the fincere friends of the Union. 
The fuccefs'of this negociation does in“ nite 
honour to the Gentiemen who have condua- 
ed it on both fides with fo much temper and 
wifdom. This friendly eceommodation ai- 
fords an important leifon to States and Na- 
tions im general; when we confider how 
much treafare and blood have been expend- 
ed, in difputes concerning territories much 
leis valuable and extenfive. 

B OS°T ON, December 21. 

On Tuefday evening lait the Commifli- 
oners appointed on behalf of the Common- 
wealth, to fettle the controverfy with the 
State of New-York, re{pe@ting the territory 
wett of the River-Hudton, arrived in town. 
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TheCommiffionerson the part of New- York, 
were, Mr. Duane, Mr. R. R. Livingfton, 
Mr. Yates, Mr. Harring, Mr. Benfon,-and 
Mr. Smith. On the part of this State, Mr. 
Lowell, Mr. Sullivan, Mr. Parfoos, and 
Mr. King.’ The Commiffioners met at the 
city of Hartford, on the oth of November 
laft, and on that day exchanged the authen- 
tuation of their powers, and began the nego- 
Ciation, which ended on the 16th inftant, by 
fealing and delivering agreements, engrofied 
on parchment, im prefence of the Mayar and 
Magiftrates of the city; the coutents of 
which will, we hear, be reported to the Ge- 
neral Court, at their next fefjon. *

As it appears that the dif- 
uefies of the feveral iflands are daily in- 
creafing, Owing to the prohibition of Ame- 
rican fupplies, the following regulation is 
expected will be laid before parliament, and 
is generally thought will be adopted by them 
viz.——“* To permit and allew the inhabi- 
tants of the United States of America, to cx- 
port frem any part of the United States, in- 
to any of his Majefty's Wet-India i@ands, 
all, or any of the enumerated articles im the 
proclamation, being the produce of the {aid 
United Statesg as alfo falted Gf, in any 
floop or fchooner, notwithfanding the fame 
fhould be Anperican built, aad owned by 
the inhabitants of the Uniced States ; pro- 
vided always, that fech oop or ichooner 
thould not exceed in burthen 160 tons, and 
thail not be navigated &y more than one maf- 
ter er commander, one mate, five failors, 
and one boy ; and allo that rum, fugar, me- 
laffes, coffee, dec. taken in payment for duch 
articles, may be permited and allowed to be 
exported from any of his Majefty’s iGands, 
on board any American built Boop, ichooaer, 
d&c. of the above dimentons, and navigated 
as before particulariged, to any place er port 
of the United States, upom payment of the 
fame duties, on exportation, and fuage@ to 
like rules, regulations, fecurities and rettrie- 
tions, as the fame articies by lnw are or may 
be fubje€, or liable to, if eaported to any 
Britith colony or plantatiog in America,”
